The board members learned all 
Gut one of CAMP's eight regional 
offices were still open because the 
employees had ‘volunteered to 
remain on the job in the hope 
payroll funds could be found and 
Black said no pay period had been 
missed since a directive "closing" 
those offices had been sent down 
from CAMP headquarters in Fort 
Lauderdale on Jan. 31. 

Black said he had been able to 
transfer $18,000 in CSA to payroll 
accounts but-that money was 
expected to be exhausted by the 
end of this week. 

He told The Herald in a tele- 
phone conservation Wednesday 
morning he expected to talk to 
CSA officials who would be in 
South Florida Wednesday and 
today and he hoped 'to know 
whether CSA would grant the 
funds by Friday. 

The majority of CAMP's funding 
was cut off in December when the

Outbreak not common illness 


PAHOKEE--Food poisoning is the 
suspected cause of a rampant 
sickness that sent the children. of 
East Lake Middle School in 
Pahokee to their homes Thursday 
afternoon. 

According to East Lake 
principal Gladys Rich, a number of 
kids were reportedly ill Wednes- 
day night and others came down 
with the same symptoms of 
vomiting, diarrhea and headaches 
on Thursday. “I talked to Dr. 
Carroll (County School Superin- 
tendent) and, to be on the safe 
side, we decided to send the 
children home and to ask the 
parents to keep them поте if the 
symptoms persist. If it is a virus, 
we don't want it to reach epidemic 
proportions," she said. 

Dr. Martha Valiant of the Palm 
Beach County- Medical Clinic in 
Belle Glade said the school nurse 
called her to report an unusual 
amount of absenteeism Thursday 
morning and, not long afterward, 
"a tremendous number of the kids 
were -experiencing terrifically 
painful cramping and diarrhea,” 
she said. At this time,. 150 
students and teachers were sick, 
but mostly the seventh graders. 

“The situation went from bad to 
worse,” and “175 to 200 people 
ended up with the sickness,” Dr. 
Valiant said. “It was spreading so 
fast,” Mrs. Rich said, “that we let 
the children go home.” According 
to Mrs. Rich, 52% of the seyenth 
graders, 29% of the fifth sellers 
and 2096 of the sixth. graders were 
affected by the illness. 


"At first the number was

diarrhea going around at this time 
in the community," Dr. Valiant 
said; "but, as the day progressed, 
there was found to be a much

Com- 
munity Tuberculosis Control Ser- 
vices р! , which is headquar- 
tered in District IV of the Florida 
Department of Health and Rehabi- 
litive Services HRS, "Tuberculo- 
sis is not a disappearing disease in 
Florida. In fact, more new cases of 
ТВ were reported last year-1975— 
than in any year since 1957. 
Furthermore, Florida is one of two 
states in the U.S. which experi- 
епсей a true increase in the 
number of newly reported cases of 
TB between 1965 and 1975. Hawaii 
is the othér." 

Since 1965, there have been 
approximately 1,500 newly report- 
ed cases per year in Florida. Our 
year-end totals for 1976 are not in 
yet, however, from our most 
recent figures we project that the 
1976 figure for newly reported 
cases will be around the previous 
yearly average," he said.
